The institution of the Lord's Sup- 


ner, as a symbol of remembrance and 
communion with the 
Master and of 


the fellowship of Christian believers 
m His name, finds its warrant in the 
description of the Last Supper in the 
Gospels and in the historic words of 
the Apostle Paul in our lesson. 


Whether the Lord's Supper had been 


already 
instituted 
and Paul 
was 


linking it for new disciples in the 
church with the meeting of Christ 
with His disciples in the upper room 
on the night that He was betrayed, is 
not clear in the .New Testament. It 
poems unlikely that Paul was estab- 
lishing the institution himself. 


What is particularly noteworthy in 


our lessen, whatever the origin of the 
vile, or its place in the early Chris- 
tian church, is the definitely spiritual 
meaning that Paul attaches to it, and 
the way in which ho links it with the 
personal experience of the transform- 
ing power of Christ in the soul.

Anti-Crime Pact 
by Mand States 


Attorney General's Con- 
ference Frames 5-Point 


Program 


WASHINGTON.—-(XP) —A ceaseless 


war on crime was :plnnned "Thursday 
night by Attorney 'General •Cuwnnings' 
crime -conference in ^resolutions -calling 
for a eanttmiing .crime organization 
and establishment of a ntttionul train- 
ing school for .police -officers. 


With only one dissenting vote, the 


resolutions were approved by the 600 
delegates summoned to 'Washington by 
the attorney general to eo-ordinnte 
law enforcement agencies and arouse 
public opinion. 


The resolutions also call for: 
1—Better co-ordinttion of local law 


enforcement units -through state tie* 
partments of justice or "otherwise." 


2—Adoption of state crime compacts. 
3—Co-ordination of social .agencies 


engaged in youth educational .and rec- 
reational activities. 


4—Strengthening of parole systems. 
5—^Improvement of state criminal 


procedure, with provision 
for jury 


verdicts with less than a unanimous 
vote "except in the case of certain 
major felonies." 


The resolutions committee- also vot- 


ed to urge that police resources of 
the states be strengthened "in view 
of the deplorable conditions." 


'Widespread use of the state compact 


plan wns urged as n means of heading 
off roving criminals. The committee 
also 'deplored "-the abuse of parole and 
pardon power which 'his undermining 
respect for .law and order." 


The resolutions, -prepared in an all- 


day committee session -which consider- 
ed 110 resolutions, were quickly ap- 
proved when presented by 'Scott M. 
Loftin, president of the American Bar 
Association, who was chairman. 'The 
one dissenting vote was cast -by James 
P. Kirby. Cleveland newspaperman, 
who did not state his reasons.

LONDON, Eng.—Lloyd George ad- 


vised his countrymen Thursday not 
to bonst so much of their prosperity 
as long ns their government had not 
pnid Its wnr debt to the United States. 


"1 always doubt tlic wisdom of these 


bragging speeches," Lloyd George told 
the House of Commons. "I 
should 


hnve thought it was not altogether 
wife to go boast to your creditor how 
much bettor off you are than he i.s 
when you have not paid his bill. There 
hus been fnr too much of thai kind of 
speaking from the government nnd 
they are taking notice of it in the 
United States. 


England hus had abnormal unem- 


ployment for 13 or 
14 years, said 


Lloyd Georije, and it had cast the 
country i'1,200,000,000 already just for 
"mnintenance in enforced idleness." 
'By contrast, he said, the 
United 


States had only three years of severe 
doprcssion preceded by the wildest 
boom in history. He bogged the Brit- 
ish government to grasp the realities 
at the unemployment problem in the 
courageous spirit of the Roosevelt ad- 
ministration. 


"Our 
poveriuncnt docs not under- 


stand that something catastrophic has 
•happened in the world's

system," he declared. "The whole

NEW YORK.—Tommy Tomb, Col- 


umbia quarterback sitting in the press 
box at the Army-Navy game, found 
grandstand quarlerbacking much more 
comfortable than the actual, and only 
once objected strenuously to the way 
plays were called as Navy scuttled 
Army in the mire. 


Tomb, the Columbia field general, 


whose selection of plays in a crisis o£ 
the Navy game was severely cri'icizsd, 
hadn't had much chance to do any 
second guessing during the season. 
The Lion played eieht games, and, ex- 
cept for eight minutes of the last 
quarter against Brown, the young se- 
nior from Cleveland was on the firing 
line every second, which is close to 
the record for a quarterback. 


Grandstand strategists found fault 


with Tomb's failure to use Al Barabas 
in four plays when Columbia had the 
ball close to Navy's goal line. 


Motion pictures later showed that 


the choice of plays was perfectly cor- 
rect, and that the men of Morningside 
Heights might have scored had not 
interferers missed in their attempts 
to block. Professor Lou Little stood 
by Tomb, and his faith was rewarded, 
for the Broadway boys were unbeaten 
in their five remaining engagements. 


It seemed queer to Tomb to find 


himself in the press box. It was the 
first collese game that the brains of 
the 1934 Columbia varsity ever saw 
from up top.

So let's consider the problem while -we arc still calm 
and collected. First we need candy—plenty of candy! Enough to fill 
all the generous boxes and bon-bon dishes placed casually around to 
tempt everyone, with a few dainty tid-bits to tuck in expectant stock- 
ings besides. And Christmas just naturally means homemade candy to 
us. It's such fun to make and pack in pretty boxes, then tuck away in 
a safe hiding place until Christmas Eve. 
So, if you are wise you, too, 


will plan to make your' candy before the last minute rush. And while 
you arc looking around for some good ideas, try these splendid new 
recipes for Christmas candy. You will enjoy their delightful variety. 


Mexican Patties—Place 1 cup of 


sugar into hot frying pan and stir 
constantly until sugar is melted. 
Add U cup boiling- water to melted 
sugar and boil xintil sugar is dis- 
solved. Add 2 cups more of sugar 
and 1 cup more boiling water, then 
add Vj teaspoon salt and 
]/i tea- 


spoon Pure Cider Vinegar. 
Cover 


and continue boiling until soft ball 
stage (230° F.) is reached. Let 
stand until boiling ceases, then add 
2 cups pecans and stir until candy 
begins to cream slightly. Put out 
in patties on waxed paper to cool. 
Store in tin. 


Vermont Fondant Base—Combine 


?, cups sugar, \'\ teaspoon salt, \? 
tablespoon Pure Cider Vinegar, 1 
cup maple syrup and J/a cup water 
and stir thoroughly. 
Cover and 


cook slowly until sugar melts, then 
cook rapidly until the syrup forms 
a soft ball (239° F.) when tried in 
cold water. Cool until lukewarm, 
then beat until creamy and firm 
enough to be handled. Knead until 
all is of same consistency. Store 
in a covered jar or dish if not. to 
be used immediately. 


Uses for Fondant 


1. Stuff seeded dates and roll 


in powdered sugar. 


2. Mis with cocoanut and form 


into mounds. 


3. Surround whole nuts and 


form into desired shapes. 


4. Flatten to 
],4 inch, spread 


with % inch Peanut Butter, 
roll as jelly roll and slice 
to form pin wheels. 


5. Melt a portion over hot 


water, add bitter chocolate 
to taste. Place each piece 
of candy to be dipped, on 
the end of a toothpick or 
hot pin and dip down into 
the fondant. Place on wax- 
ed paper to cool, pulling 
toothpick or hot pin out as 
candy adheres to paper. 


Chocolate Fudge—Melt 3 table- 


spoons butter in skillet or sauce- 
pan and brown slightly, add 3 cups 
sugar, 1 teaspoon Cider Vinegar, 
1 small can condensed milk, or % 
cup top cream, 3 tablespoons corn 
syrup and a pinch of salt. Stir 
until well blended. With a clean 
cloth, wipe down the sides of the 
pan, and bring slowly to a boil. 
Add 3 squares unsweetened choco- 
late, which has been broken into 
small pieces and boil rapidly imtil 
the syrup forms a soft ball in cold 
wa'tcr, (236° F.) that will not stick 
to the fingers or that will cream 
when stirred in a. saucer. Always 
set candy off the fire when trying 
it. Keep candy covered while cook- 
ing, to prevent crystallization on 
the side of the pan. 
Cool until 


lukewarm, add 1 teaspoon vanilla 
and bent till candy begins to cream, 
pour into buttered pan and cut 
into blocks when cold.
